(Bernhard Baron and Si. George's Settlement) said 


that those responsible for refusing the invitation 
of the Government to participate in the Conference 
might have reasons, but if they had, then they 
were not known to others. But he suggested that 
ihe reasons which the Chairman. of the Patestine 
Committee had given were a, deliberate allempt to 
misrepresent the 

fhe Rev. Dre. A. Conen (Birmingham, Hebrew), 
who was making his maiden speech at the Board, 
said thére were two separate questions belore the 
Deputies one, their action in declining the Govern- 
ments tmvitation, and the other, the grounds on 
which it was declined 

As regards the first, he could say that the Board's 
aciion was generally endorsed throughout Anglo- 
Jewry, and there was a feelng of gratification, 
indeed. of gratitude, in Pete vig +. ry that the action 
of the Board was endorsed in practice by the other 
individuals and organisations who had received 

But, he continued, he was somewhat concerned 
to read, if the mnformation was correct, that one of 
those organisations had issued a statement that it 
might revise its policy and attend the Conference, 
even though the Agency persisted in tts attitude to 
absent uself.. Although he felt that it would be a 
bic calamity if this Conference were to break up 
without any solution being arrived at, it would be 
a greater calamity still if there should be Jewish 
representation there which would be repudiated by 
the Jewries of the world 

Me. H. A. Goopman (Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations) said the Chairman of the 
Palestine Committee bad expressed his regret that 
the British Government had extended invitations to 
bodies other than the Jewish: Agency. He did not 
share that regret. He did not recognise the leader- 
ship of the Jewish Agency, nor did he recognise its 
authority as the spokesman of the Jewish people. 
The Jewish Agency to-day was synonymous with 
the Zionist Organisation, and they wanted the 
Agency to be representative of the whole of Jewry. 

He believed that it was the duty of Jews to 
come together in order to achieve some co-ordina-

Mr. Goodman said that on the morning follow- 
ing the meeting the previous Monday evening, of

Crieved at Fresh lerrorism 


The President sand how grieved they all were at 
ihe new wave of terrofism that had occurred in 
Palestine in the last few days It was, he said 
directed not only at those from outside who siood 
in the way. of -the realisation of Jewish policy in 
Palestine. but aliso against the whole 
discipline. imside the Yishuy and the Jewish people 

Atter Professor Brodetsky - had presented the 
repost of the Forcign Affairs Commiltiec, Mr 
IsRAEL Conen (Golders Green) gave an imterim 
report on the Paris Peace Conterence. In giving 
an account of what had been accomplished unt! 
now, he impressed upon the Board that much more 
would have to be achieved than had been unt! 
now if they were to be at all satished with the resali 
of thew labours by the time the Peace Conference 
Was OVC? 

They were urging, he stressed, that all the pro- 
visions relating to Jews should also be deemed to 
be matters of mternational concern, that the Umied 
Nations, through ts appropriate organs, should 
have power to protect of to entorce those pro- 
visions, and that pending the effective establish- 
ment of such appropriate organs. by the United 
Nations, such protection should be exercised by the 
heads of the diplomatic missions 

Ihey would be guilty of excessive optimism, he 
went on, if they imagined that even the most im- 
portant proposals they had miade were lkely to be 
adepted. The various Powers were so keenly con- 
cerned about their own individual interests that 
they had littl time and still less thought for the 
particular interests of the Jewish’ people, even 
though those imterests were particular manifesta- 


-tions of equality, justice, fraternity, and so forth 


But inasmuch as their demands did not invoive 
questions of frontiers. territorial changes, of: 
military sanctions, but only of humanity and 
justice, they nevertheless hoped that the Peace Cen- 
ference would make good al least in some measure 
the terrible losses that had been suStained. by 
European Jewry by ensuring that the blessings of 
peace should be secured for the shattered remnants 
of their people whose greatest ideal throughout the 
ages had been the pursuit of peace and justice 


Hope for Continued Unity 


The President expressed the Board's appreciation 
of the work that was put in at the Conference by 
Mr. Cohen. He added that experience of the Con- 
ference had shown two things: (1) that the Jewish 
organisations could work together, and (2) that they 
might have made a much better effort if there had 
been longer-established collective work on the part 
of the Jewish organisations. He looked forward 
to the possibility of this collective work being con- 
tinued m the future. All sorts of international 
bodies would meet, and it would be absurd for 
the Jews to join together in one organisation in 
Paris and not to do so in connection with similar 
activities in the future. | 

The report was adopted.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN PALESTINE 
British Newspaperman’s Survey 


Mr. Geoffrey Hoare, The News CHRONICLE 
Special Correspondent in Palestine, deals, in the 
course of an article this week on the “ Palestine 
Background “ with the rapid and marked increase 
of anti-Semitism among the British troops, which, 
he says, is spreading with dangerous rapidity. 
This increase, he states, has been helped by the 
criminal acts of Jewish terrorsts. “ The effect of 
such incidents as General Barker's notorious letter, 


and other and worse cxamples of anti-Jewish 
incitement, upon inexperienced young soldiers who 
form the bulk of the British forces in Palestine 


has been immediate and catastrophic,” he adds. 

The “ kindly British soldier, Mr. Hoare goes 
on, is indeed kindly, but is being taught to regard 
Palesiine as an enemy-occupied territory. The 
territory, moreover, of an enemy he should particu- 
lariy dislike 

Referring to the recent searches of Jewish settle- 
ments, Mr. Hoare emphasises that, despite. denials 


put out by the Government Public Information 
Otfice, of which, he says, a better title would now 
be the British Propaganda Office, there has been 


wanton damage and looting and Jews have been 
kicked around.’ 

Under. present conditions the military must 
unfortunately be in control, Mr. Hoare ports out, 
but adds that the job could be performed with a 
good deai more humanity and understanding.

CASUALTIES IN BANK 
RAIDS 


Agency Denounces Terrorists 
[From our Correspondent—JER\ SALI m] 


Last Friday's attack on the branches of Ottoman 
Bank at Jafla and Tel-Aviv, which netted barely 
£3.000 at the cost of four lives—all Arabs-—was 
another one of the gangster exploits to which the 
Irgun Zvai Leumi is resorting in complete absence 
of the popular support it seeks. : 

One visible positive result of this form of 
criminal terrorism for purely mercenary ends has 


been the vehement denunciation by MHagana's 
“Voice of Israel” secret radio station of Irgun 
activities. and a disclaimer issued by the Stern 


Group of their association with the Jaffa raid on 
the ground that they do not desire to exacerbate 
Arab-Jewish relations 

Signs are growing more percepuble that Hagana 
is embarking on a campaign designed to tsolate 
the Irzun Zvai Leumi and Stern Group, and that 
a revulsion of feeling against the terrorists 1s grow- 
ing. more widespread throughout the Yishuv. 
Young men stood up in cinemas during periorm-: 
ances this week and shouted: “ Don't give funds 
tO terrorists They are wrecking our cause.” 
Leaflets have been distributed with the same theme, 
attacking polrtical violence. 

Friday's robberies were carried out at about 
11.30 am... when armed terrorists entered the 
Ottoman Bank at Tel-Aviv and seized £900 sterling. 
At the same time, a party of about 15 terrortsts 
drove up to the Ottoman Bank in Jaffa in four 
cars and held up the clients and staft. They placed 
money in sacks and tried unsuccessfully to break 
into the strong room, im which the assistant 
manager had locked himself. After shooting James 
Annett, the English bank manager, in the leg, they 
left, but a passing Arab policeman managed to 
grab one sack of cash 

An American photographer, David Duncan, of 
the magazine “ Life.” who by a coincidence was 
near the Jaffa branch of the bank taking street 
scenes in an Arab town, secured a “scoop” by 
snapping a running sequence of the happenings 
outside He sent the newatives to America within 
three hours of the robbery—incidentally depriving 


the local police authorities of the benefit of 
authentic identification records of the brigands 
concerned 

The Jewish Agency Executive has issued a 
vigorous condemnation of the whole aflair, and 


especially of the deplorable attack in the precincts 
ot an Arab town where Arabs have been killed and 
injured. -The Vaad Leumi Executive has associated 
self with the condemnation 


Arab “ Counter-Action 


The Arab Higher Committee. in a week-end inter- 
view with the High Commissioner, submitted a 
two-page Memorandum ‘protesting agaist Jewish 
terrorism im an Arab town.”

Palestine Movement 


A.J.A. MARKING TIME 


But Conference Representatives 
Appointed 


At its meeting on Thorsday of last week, the 
Councal of the Anglo-Jewish Association passed a 
resolution taking note of the Governments invita- 
fron to attend the Palestine Conference, but regret- 
ting that it could not see its way to attend. Mr. 
Leonard Stein, the President of the A.J.A., and 
Mr. Neville Laski, K.C. were appointed as repre- 
sentatives in connection with the Conference, but 
the resolution expressed the view that then 
attendance at meetings would not at present be 
helpful pending a clarification of, the position of 
other Jewish bodies which had received tmnvitations. 


“If the Association can be of any assistance in. 


this connection.” the resolution added, “ its good 
offices will be readily available.” The Association, it 
was declared, ** would have been glad to authorise 
representatives of the Asspciation to attend the 
(Conference and take part in its proceedings had the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine and other Jewish 
bodies accepted the invitation; it regrets that the 
Jewish Agency has not, up to the present, seen its 
way to take part in the Conference, but considers 
that if representatives of the Association were to 
attend meetings of the Conference in the absence 
of representatives of other bodies, this would not 
best conduce to the effective discharge of the duty 
land upon the Association to assist in the altain- 
ment of the purpose for which the Conference has 
been convened, and might place the Association in 
a false position since, although tt represents a sub- 
stantial body of -Anglo-Jewish opinion, it is not 
authorised to speak tor the Jews of other countnes 
or, in particular, for the Jews of Palestine. On 
the other hand, it deems it the duty of the Assocta- 


i1on. provided its position is made clear, to render 
every assistance in’ its power in reaching a satis- 
lactory solution of the Palestine probiem.”

In. us present stages the Conference is con- 
cerned only with the general principles’ of the

Arab Counter-Proposals 


Ihe Arabs undoubtedly had some. sort of 
counter-proposition ready, and I understand they 
were workmg on it as late as Sunday evening. They 
apparently thought that they would dispose of the 
provincial autonomy plan very quickly and had 
even expressed the view that they would have put 
their own plan by Tuesday In the hght of this, 
request for three days in which to consider 
reply to Mr... Bevin came quite unexpectedly. 
lt ws belheved that the tone adopted by Mr. Bevin 
and the firm stand he was taking on certain matters 
had led the Arabs to think again 

If. as might have been expected from Faris Bey’s 
formal reply to the Prime Minister. the Arabs had 
intended to demand that Palestine should be an 
independent Arab State, with perhaps some rights 
lor the Jewish minority and some concessions to 
the British (for occupation purposes), they must 
have concluded that such a pian had no chance of 
receiving serious consideration, as ut did not meet 


the “irreducible mimmums " laid down by Mr. 
Bevin. At the Arabs’ request, therefore, the Con- 
ference adjourned indetinitely. It was, however, 


expected to resume yesterday (Thursday). 

Phe actual text of Mr Bevin’s statement has nof 
been made available, but reports state that he did 
not mention either America or Russia, although his 
relerence to the wide aspects.of the Palestine 
problem were interpreted as a broad hint of the 


Soviet and American interests ‘lurking in. the 
-Dackground, as well as of -U.S. msistence

Contrary to rumour, Mr. Bevin was not dite to 
return to Parris this week and stayed in London so 
as to be available during the adjournment. He 
had announced his intention of devoting as much 
ime as possible to the discussions on Palestine 


im tact. did have informal talks with individual 
members of the delegations. These. discussions 
were, of course, of a strictly private nature. but 


it is not too much to assume that they may have 
ncluded some teelers about the proposal fo torm 
a Greater Syria, comprising Syria, Transjordan, 
and the Arab part of Palestine-——a proposal said-to 
be tavoured by King Abdullah of Transjordan. and 
to be regarded with approval by Syrian politicians. 
Linder ths scheme the rest of Palestine would 
become some sort of antonomous Jewish State or 
Province 

Without doubt, Mr.. Bevin also discussed with 
the Egyptian delegates the relationship between the 
Anglo-Egypiian. Treaty. and- the position in 
Palestine, An Egyptian newspaper, AL Mussawar, 
quoted, in a recent issue, passages from what was 
purporied to be a talk betw®en Mr. Bevin and the 
Feyptian Ambassador in London. Mr. Bevin is 
alleged to have said then: * We could, of course, 
evacuate our troops from Egypt in less than two 
years but . . . we must take into. account the 
Soviet. menace, and it is not in Egypt's and Great 
Britain’s interests to leave Egypt and the Middle 
East open to the risk of a Russian invasion.”

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PALESTINE IN WORLD 
PERSPECTIVE 


Mr. R. H. S. Crossman on 
Partition 


“ The partition proposal now being pul forward 
by the Agency seems to me both a proposal of 
compromise and a proposal of reality.” said Mr. 
R. H. S. Crossman, MP.. who was a member of 
the Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry. when 
he spoke to members of London Maccabi branches 
on Monday evening at Maccabi House, Compayne 
Gardens. N.W.6 

Mr. Crossman said that Palestine wa« not only 
a country of Jews and Arabs, but of world political 
importance. The Middle East was to all the three 
world Powers, Britain, the U.S.A... and Russia. an 
area of erucial significance either for fighting a war 
or oil which equally useful in peace and 
war. Palestine as also an essential base for 
aviation and, thirdly. it was a country of over- 
whelming strategy | 

Let them. therefore. get the Arab-Jewish conflict 
im perspective. it was a tocal conflict. but on top 
of that conflict were these vast conflicts of the 
great Powers. 

‘For either party.’ said Mr: Crossman, “ to 
ulilise. the divisions of the great Powers tor then 
own short-sighted aims will eet them nowhere 
it there was a third world-war, he added. and if u 
were tought over the Middle Fast there would 
not be much left of the National Home or of Arab 
liberty either. 

Ihe first thing they oughi to realise, he thought 
was that one of the major obstacles winch prevented 
an Arab-Jewish understanding was the presence of 
the Mandatory Power in Palestine. He said that 
with great reluctance. [It seemed to him clear at 
the moment that the chance of Arab: and Jew 
setting down to hard negotiations and gectunge on 
with each other would be infinitely ereater if there 
were no Colonial Office and civil servants in 
Palesiine to-day 

Ihe great advantage of partition was that it 
forced the Jews and the Arabs of Palesiine to 
take the responsibility on their own shoulders. 
Setting their own. differences, running their own 
lives. and being what they wanted to be—free and 
indepe ndent people 

Partition was an enormous sacrifice to the Jews 
of Palestine. For this was the second partition 
ict them not ‘forget that half of Palestine was 
removed m 1922 when Transjordan was taken 


Mr. Crossman said that once they had removed 
the aimosphere of suspicion, the Colonial Office. 
and the police. Jews and Arabs would get down to 
responsible negotiations one with another 

He regarded partition as an essential first step 
towards what they must all long for—a Middle 
Eastern Federation. For:the only way to peace in 


the Middle East was to have a Jewish Common-

THE YISHUV IN CRISIS 


‘As an Enghshman visiting. Egypt | was 
appalicd at the antagonism there towards Britain,” 
Councilor A. Moss said in the course of an address 
on “ Lite an the Yishuv during the Crisis "’ at North 
London Z1:0n.House last Sunday. 

He described conditions in | yy which he visited 
on the way to’ Eretz Yisrael. The Eeypuan. news- 
papers promiunentiy teatured the alleged antagonism 
of the Jews in the Yishuv to the British. But. said 
(ouncillor Moss, that was only superficial. and 
one gesture of goodwill on the part of the Govern- 
ment would remove it In Egypt, however, he 
found a deep-rooted hostility to Britain and all that 
Britain had meant there. If England were specu- 
lating on a tnendly Egypt and {friendly surrounding 
Arab countries, and was therefore suppressing 
Jewish Palestine, they must understand that England 
was hurting the Jewish people with no correspond- 
ine benef to Britain so far as alinement with the 
Arab people was concerned 

Councillor Moss described some of the searches 
made by. the British of small setilements, and the 


eflect on them when all -the menfolk were arrested . 


because they refused to submit to an identification 
parade He emphasised that the reason for that 
refusal was the presence among them of so-<alled 
immigrants who would mmediately be 
taken away for detention if they were discovered 

Dealing with the methods used by the soldiers 
in carrying out the searches, Councillor Moss 
pointed out that the first provocation to the Jewish 
population was to have brought tough airborne 
troops, trained to treat' Germans roughly, to take 
the place of the troops who had been siationed in 
Palestine and had been on the most friendly terms 
with the Jewish population. 

He had himself seen scratched on a lorry the 
words, “Up with Hitler, more gas chambers. for 
Jews.”’ 

Councillor Moss spoke of the religious life of 
the Yrshuy lie also discussed some ot the cconomic 
disabilities suffered by the Jews of Palestine because 
of the Arab boycott—against which the Britishehad 
taken no action nor voiced any protest—and 
because of their not being allowed to use the dollars 
which they obtained by their exports to purchase 
much-necded articles in America.

IMPRESSIONS OF PALESTINE 


The Rev. Bernard Cherrick described his impres- 
sions of Palestine to a meeting of the Theodor 
Herzl Society held at 57, Eton Avenue, N.W.3. 
Mr. Cherrick said that he did not get the feeling 
that the Jewish colonisation in Palestine was an 
“ experiment,’ aS was sometimes referred to 
His impression was one of permanence. He was 
convinced that no human power could uproot the 
Yishuv. Halutzsut was to-day as’ alive as ever 
was, he said, and gave a few examples of this 
halutzic spirit as he came across it in Beth Haarava 
by the Dead Sea, in Birya and in Asluj.

MR. ELKAN ADLER 
Traveller and Bibliophile 


The death of Mr. Elkan Adler, the well-known 
traveller and book-collector, occurred im London 
on Sunday at the age of 85. Elkan Nathar 
was the youngest son ol 
a Chief Rabbi (Dr 
Nathan Marcus Adler), 
and the brother of a 
Cthef Rabbi (Dr. Her- 
mann Adler).

Adventures 

Many exciting adventures befell Mr. Adler during 
his travels. He had great difficulty in entering, and 
journeying through, Russia In 1893, the British 
Foreign Office obtained permission for him to enter 
the country but warned him not to communicate 
with the Russian press and that all his letters would 
be opened. He replied that he would write only 
posicards! Nevertheless he was arrested at 
Vlodava, on the ground that he was introducing 
capital into the town without leave of the Governor. 
and. was marched through the = streets to a 
magistrate Mr. Adler appealed to the Chief of 
Police, and ultimately to the Governor. who allowed 
him to leave after one of the Jewish inhabitants 
became security fog his good behaviour. He had 
visited the town to. distribute an inheritance left to 
her relatives by an old lady who lived in Australia. 

In 1897 his passport was refused him at Moscow 
(on the ground that the Governor. the Grand Duke 
Serge. was away), but he obtained it as soon as he 
iold the police that if it was not given back to him 
m time for him to catch his train on the Saturday 
might, there would be trouble in London and St. 
Petersburgh. In 1905 Mr. Adler had an interview 
with Count Witte, who assured him that there was 
no Jewish question! 

He rode from Tangier to Tetuan and Ceuta in 
1894 while Spanish and Moorish troops were fight- 
ing, and at Ceuta was hauled before the Spanish 
General as a spy, but was soon released. 

When, in 1923, the news got abroad that Mr. 
Adier was willing, for private reasons, to dispose 
of his collecuon, he was approached by an im- 
portant university and several seminaries. There 
was a@ move to acquire the lbrary for Jerusalem. 
a destination that would have been very agreeable 
to him, but it fell through, and then inquiries made 
by the Jewish Theological Seminary of New. York 
were followed by a visit from Dr. Rosenbach. the 
lamous bibhophile, as the Seminary’s agent. 

The iransacuon. was.compleicd... This great addi-

tion to the Seminary’s library made tts collection 
of Hebrew imcunabula lareer than any other 
library. including the Bodleian and the British 
Museum. and the number of its Hebrew MSS. was 
increased to over 6.000. The collecuon still bears

Among Mr. Adler's own varned writings were an 
article on “ The Negotiability of Life Policies 
(* Bankers’ Magazine,” 1891). a paper on ~ Hebrew 
Elegies on English Monarchs” (Transactions of the 
Jewish Historical Society, 1895). a litthe book entitled 
“ Persian Jews: their Books and Riiual (1 89R). 
and in the preceding year one on “ An Eleventh- 
Century Introduction to the Hebrew Bible. n 
conjunction with Dr Seligsohn, he published 
a “ Chronique Samaritaine.” He contributed to the 
Revue des Etudes Juives"’ a series of articles 
entitled “ Documents sur les Marranes.”. and a 
paper on “ The Inquisition in Peru” to the 
American Jewish Historical Society His book. 
* Auto-da-Fé and Jew.’ embodied most of his 
Inquisition material. “About Hebrew Manuscripts” 
tells how he made many of his finds His hest- 
known work, “ Jews in Many Lands.” was pub- 
ished in 1905 A revised and extended German 
translation. entitled “Von Ghetto zu Ghetto— 
Reisen und Beobachiungen,’ published in Stutt- 
gart, included the articles on the Jews in India 
which he contributed to THe Jiwisn CHRONICLE. 
Other works imecluded “A History of Jews in 
London © (1930), and “ The Adler Papyr: (1937) 
Ihe deceased was a member of the Incorporated 
Law Society. In the. Jewish Community he served 
as a member of the Deputies. the Council of the 
nelo-Jewish Association the Commiliee of the 
Stepney Jewish Schools and the Chovevi Zion Asso- 
crauion, and as President of the Jewish’ Historical 
Society and the Umon of Jewish Literary Socieues, 
and Hon. Secretary of the Jewish. Association for 
the Diffusion of Religious Knowledee and of the 
Jewish Convalescent Home He acted as Vice- 
President of the International Jewish Conferences 
held in Berlin in 1891 and 1903. As a member of

Unwanted Jews In Rumania 


The number of displaced Jews may be swelled 
by another 30,000 if no satisfactory solution is 
found to the problem of Jews repatriated to 
Rumania following their deportation to Trans- 
Nistria (the Soviet region occupied during the war 
by Rumania) under the Fascist regime. Special 
will be necded to regularise the position 

these repatriates. 


They have been rcturned to Rumania in a 
perfectly legal manner during the past and the 
current year. Among these 40,000 repatriates are 
former residents of Bessarabia, Southern and 


Northern Bukovina. In order to be allowed to 
leave the Soviet Union they had had to renounce 
Soviet citizenship rights, which they did, hope 
that after their return to Rumania they would again 
be recognised as Rumanian citizens. Jewish repre- 
sentative bodies maintain the view that by renoun- 
cing Soviet citizenship the repatriates Have auto- 
matically regained their nghts as Rumanian citizens 
which they voluntarily gave up. 
authorities, on the other hand, maintain that Jews 
who were residents of districts now incorporated 
into the Soviet Union have forfeited citizenship 
rights in Rumania and are now to be considered 
as stateless. 

Only about 10,000 of the repatriates originate 
from Southern Bukovina. which never was ceded 
to the Soviet Union, and they are considered as 
Rumanian citizens. But all the others are now 
prohibited, as stateless people, from engaging in 
any gainful occupation It is hoped in Jewish 
circles here that the problem will be solved afier 
the return from Paris of the Minister of Justice, 
M. Patrascanu.

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JEWISH-ARAB RELATIONS 


THE delegates of the Arab States at Lancaster House, 
having expressed their views on the British Government $s 
federal plan, have this week been engaged in framing their 
counter-proposals. The opening address ol FARIS BEY EL 
Kuourt, clearly designed primarily for home' consumption, 
showed little sign of any deviation from the austere rigidity 
of the traditional Arab view-point. Refusal to ~ recognise 
any independent political status” for the Jewish Community 
of: Palestine is a departure from realism. Facts are not 
altered by reluctance to face them, and the Jewish Com- 
munity of Palestine possesses specific national attributes 
which rule out all possibility of its unchallenged domina- 
tion by foreign governmental authority. The alternative 
to domination by one side or the other is the frank recogni- 
tion of both of them as separate national entities with 
equal rights of self<dietermination within defined territorial 
limits. and it is encouraging to know that Dr. WetZMANN 
in his letters to.Mr. Hatt accepts this principle as offering 
the most hopeful prospect of agreement 

The statesmanlike gesture made by RAHMAN 
Azzam Pasua. the Secretary-Genéral of the Arab League, 
at his press conference on Monday, expressed a wise 
and conciliatory attitude towards Arab-Jewish relations 
which must not be allowed to pass unnoticed. In referring 
to the Jews ‘as the Arabs’ cousins, he drew attention to 
an undisputed ethnological affinity. The chain of associa- 
tion, reaching back across centuries. into the dawn of 
civilised history, is prolonged in our generation by the 
Zionist ideal. The Secretary-General of the Arab League 
is wide of the mark in describing this venerable sentiment 
as a4 “ new theory,” but Jews everywhere will echo his wish 
that Jewish aspirations may somehow be brought into 
harmony with the welfare and interests of the Arabic- 
speaking world, so that Palestine Jewry by its example 
and exertion may send out constructive influences through- 
out the wide regions of the Middle East. Another state- 
ment which will raise responsive echoes in Jewish. hearts 
is that in which AzzZAM Pasna decried the use of violence, 
whether from the Jewrsh or the Arab side. The most 
pernicious feature of the White Paper regime was the fact 
that it was instituted in response to violence; but this does 
not condone the view that violence is a legitimate instru- 
ment lor inaugurating a new regime 


The ‘history of Arab-Jewish relations is replete with 
blunders and omissions, with opportunities squandered and 
hopeful chances wantonly thrown away. All three parties 
in this sombre record have cause tor seif-reproach. The 
Arabs, entering, after World War 1, upon a wide inheri- 
tance of political sovereignty and. economic opportunity, 
rught well have conceded to the Jews in the “ tiny notch ” 
of Palestine some fraction of the ‘vast opportunity which 
the Peace Treaties aflorded to themselves There were 
days then when: Arab nationalism was willing to regard 
the problem in its true perspective, recognising that it was 
not equitable to Claim so much sovereignty for themselves

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inquiries, especially that of the Royal Commission, prove 
that the development of the Jewish National Home to its 
fullest extent offers no threat, and the possibility of much 
advantage, to the economic prospects of the Arabs in 
Palestine. Of course, economic advantage is not every- 
thing and nothing is more dangerous than the belief that 
national aspirations can be bartered for material benefits. 
But, in practice, it is difficult to see what even the Arabs 
of Palestine could lose, especially in view of the fact that 
they are surrounded on three sides by powerful and vigilant 
defenders of their rights. Economic and scientific progress 
in Palestine could be of benefit not only to the Palestine 
Arabs but also to the surrounding countries, which are 
faced with urgent problems arising from their need of 
assimilating a modern spirit and technique. 


Jews who are convinced that their aspirations offer no 
threat and the hope of much advantage to the Arab world 
have an important mission to perform in expounding and 
illustrating that conviction. A congenial platform for this 
purpose awaits them at Lancaster House, and it is devoutly 
to be hoped that the Jewish Agency will (as seems possible 
from the latest reports) yet find its way to join the con- 
sultations, and put forward its proposals for achieving an 
equitable balance between Zionist aspirations and Middle 
Eastern needs 

For it is not the Jews alone who have a vital interest in 
the early restoration of stable conditions. The lack of 
peace and finality in Palestine impedes the movement of 
Arab unity and hampers the prospect of co-ordinating the 
social and economic life of the Middle East into a unified 
system. The Yishuv, once it 1s secure in its political 


‘freedom and its capacity for rapid growth, would, no doubt, 


willingly be integrated into such a scheme as might be 
devised in conjunction with the Arab League for 
developing regional institutions for the common benefit 


of the whole Middle — East. Difficulties in Egypt 
and elsewhere, arising from’ a_ conflict between the 
local desire for independence and -the requirements 
of British security, might be more easily resolved 


if- Palestine; were at peace and able to make its 
contribution to Imperial defence. Arab-Jewish rapproche- 
ment offers the hope of progress to the Arabs, security to 
the Jews, and stability to Britain at a vital point in her 
Imperial communications. A conception which Is so 
deeply rooted in so many solid interests needs ardent 
disciples in all three camps if it is to come to: a ‘belated 
but auspicious realisation:

LEARNING HEBREW 


UNDER the auspices of the London and Middlesex County 
Councils, classes in modern Hebrew will be commencing their 
session in many districts of Greater London on Monday next. 
Under the Manchester education authority, too, modern Hebrew 
is Offered in evening classes. These facilities for evening tuition 
during the autumn and winter months should make a wide 
appeal to students of all ages. Now that the period of summer 
these analogous opportunities tor the 
Other seasons merit equally popular support. It is highly grati- 
fying that the classes should have the official sanction: and 
support of the foremost educational authorities, and we feel 
sure that many will be eager to enrol and avail themselves of 
the facilities provided. Here is a truly practical, if perhaps 
unspectacular, method of collaborating in the creative work of 
the Yishuv. Economic and political activities, necessary though 
they are, do not. exhaust Anglo-Jewry’s possibilities of aid. 
At their very doorstep, London's Jewish citizens have a ready 
means ot identifying themselves with their Palestinian brethren. 
By learning modern Hebrew they will be tightening the bonds, 
which recent events have unhappily tended to loosen, between 
this country and the Holy Land, This linguistic link cannot 
but prove of moral and spiritual benefit all round.

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THE MORRISON PLAN 
AND AFTER 


Proceeding Along the Road to 
Autonomy 


[By a Correspondent| 


Even among those predisposed to support the 
Jewish Agency, there must be many who, in their 
hearts, have been uneasy about its handling of the 
invitation to the Palestine Conference and uncon- 
vinced by its rather involved atiempts to explain 
itself. By taking up a position which some of its 
best fricnds feel to be barely defensible, the Agency 
has put itself in the wrong with British public 
opimon and drawn heavily upon a none too plenti- 
ful stock of goodwill. There have, during the past 
few days, been welcome hints that wiser counsels 
may still prevail. It is earnestly to be hoped that 
a way may be found—and found quickly—to 
extricate the Agency from the false position into 
which it has quite unnecessarily manocuvred itself. 
The Agency's proper place is at the conference 
table, and the sooner it gets there the better for 
the cause which it exists to serve. None will be 
more profoundly relieved by the triumph of com- 
mon sense than those Jewish bodies which have 
more or less reluctantly declined from the start to 
accept the invitations extended to them and have 
loyally done their best not to embarrass the Agency. 

Ihe existence of the Morrison Plan has been 
represented by the Agency as the main obstacle 
to us participation in the Conference. Its own 
authors can hardly have expected the Plan to win 
enthusiastic applause. It may ecven be conjectured 
that they foresaw that it would be severely criticised 
and might have to be substantially modified. if 
it was to have any chance of gaining the measure 
of assent required to make it workable. In the 
form. in which it was presented to Parliament— 
where it was coolly received—the scheme. rather 
unfairly fathered upon Mr. Morrison. is clearly 
unacceptable, but it does not necessarily follow 
that « must be condemned root and branch and 
is incapabie of being moulded mto something more 
Salisiactory 


Scope of the Plan 


The Morrison: Plan accepts the principle that the 
poces of Palestine—both Jews and Arabs—must 
’¢ placed on- the road to autonomy and that the 
first” instalment of self-Gevernment must be 
prompt and substantial. It also accepts the prin- 
ciple that, if self-governing instituthons are to work. 
this can best be achieved by carving out ot Pales- 
tine areas which can roughly be described as 
predominantly Jewish and predominantly Arab. As 
tO mmmigration, “the Jewish Province would 
normaliy be able to admit as many immigrants 
as ms Government desired,” and “a Plan for the 
movement of 100,000 Jews trom Europe into the 
Jewish Area could’ be set in motion as soon 
as uw 18 decided to put into effect the scheme as 
a whole.” The question of partition, in the sense 
of the Peel Report, is left open, but eventual 
Partition is not excluded 

SO much being conceded, the qucsuon arises 
whether there may not here be a foundation upon 
which something of value could be built if the 
Plan is to be made even moderately attractive. it 
will need substantial alterations, but such. altera- 
tions aS might reasonably be proposed by way of 
amendment and amplification. Among the salient 
points are these: 

(1). Even those who favour partition will agree 

that there must be a transitional period of some 
duration, and during that peniod a central govern- 
ment must continue to exist. The Plan should. how- 
ever, be so modified as to expedite the transfer of 
powers, leaving the Central Government with a 
minimum list of reserved subjects. The Plan pro- 
poses that “the Central Government would have 
all the powers not expressly granted to -the 
Provinces.’ . The principle should be reversed. The 
reserved subjects should be specified and the resi- 
gduary powers. vested in the “ Provinces.” 
(J) Appointments of provincial ministers 
Should not be made, as proposed in the Plan, by 
the High Commissioner, though they might be 
required to have his formal appreval on behalf of 
the Crow n. A more democratic method ol selection 
should and could be devised 

(3) In the matter of immigration, the principle 
ot.” provincial ” autonomy is qualified in the Plan 
by the reservation that “ final control . . . would 
continue to rest with the Central Government.” It 
would. be. exercised, by reference to the Central 
Government's estimate of economic absorptive 
capacity—a formula all too familiar to those who 
recall the interminable wrangles on this subject 
between the Jewish Agency and the Palestine 
Administration, There seems to be no valid reason 
why the Central Government's control of immigra- 
tion should be insisted upon, provided that it 1s 
clearly understood that the “province” which 
admits an immigrant accepts full responsibility for 
Sctiing him im ws own area and that the 
Boundaries of that area are clearly determined, 


The Question of Delimitation 


This leads to a fundamental question which stil 
femains. to be rarsed—that of the delimitation of the 
“ provinees.”” According to the Morrison Plan, 
* the Jewish province would include the great bulk 
of the land’ upon which the Jews have already 
settled and a considerable area between and around 
the settlements.” . Precisely what this means on the 
map, and in terms of square miles, has not yet been 
officially disclosed, but it is evident that the area 
contemplated talls considerably short of that pro- 
posed by the Royal Commission and is too small 
to give the “ Jewish province ’’ a reasonable chance 
of healthy development .as an autonomous unit. 
Nothing could be more unfortunate than an allot- 
ment of territory which put the Jews in a strait- 
jacket -and was manifestly inadequately to. their 
needs. Hit is of primary importance that the 
boundaries, once fixed, should be final and accepted 
as such in good faith by all concerned. 

But if, on this point, substantial concessions are 
obtainable—-as they may well be—there would be 
@uch to be said for a revised version of the Morri-

Preserving Palestine’s Unity 
From Mr. A. M. HYAMSON, O.B.E. 


To the Editor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sin.—Proposals for the separation of Palestine 
into two independent political States are again gain- 
ing consideration. although no enthusiasm is 
shown im advocacy of them, and they are almost 
opénly put forward as a policy of despair. One 
would have thought that the very careful considera- 
tion already given to such a “ solution’ and the 
wide agreement that for more than one reason the 
division of Palestine w both undesirable and un- 
workable would have finally disposed ol any 
scheme of this character, 

Apart trom the Jewish objection to the trans- 
formation ol Judaism mio a political Orvanisation, 
there are a number of other objections Neither 
Jew nor Arab would be satisted, and each Sate 
would start life with an irredenta outside its tron- 
tiers. the redemption of which must absorb much 
of ts thoughts and its energics. Certainly politically, 
and probably economically also, the day of small 
mdependent States is past. An undivided Palestine 
bas not vet shown. itself. economically sel! 
ing ind: a Jewish or Arab State of naif or .a 
quarter of the size of the whole territory is still 
less likely to be so. 

The Arab State would almost inevitably porn one 
of its neighbours and with them ultimately be com- 
bined in some sort of Arab federation. The Jewish 
State would have no one with whom to combine 
and would have to struggle to support self not 
only with inadequate means, but also against a 


support- 


relatively overwhelmingly powertu! hostile neigh- 
boul 
So far as the limits of the proposed Jewish State 


are concerned, the Peel Report suggested frontiers 
which resected DY the Lionists aS UNSaATIS- 
factory, but nevertheless gave the Jewish State a 
minority of 45 per cent of Arabs Any enlaree- 
ment of the Peel boundaries must increase this 
minority and a not very great cnlareement would 
put the Arabs in a majority In fact. the Jewish 
State. if the non-Jewish inhabiianis were not to 
be treated as helots, would trom the beerining be 
not a Jewish but a binational Slate Why nol! 
therefore, have a binational State in the whole of 
Palestine? 

Fhere are other objections. but [ will mention 
only one. A sovereign mdependent Siate can be

Sin .—-Dr. Riebenfeld’s policy overlooks the Arab 
increase in population if he thinks that immigra- 
tion of Jews on a large scale will create a Jewish 
majority in a short time, As you poimted out in 
a leading article a few weeks ago, a population 
of which the Jews comprise about 55 per cent does 
noi entitle that country to be called a Jewish State. 

we examine the increases in the Arab popula- 

ion since 1920. it is seen that it has increased at an 
average rate of 20,000 a year, about half of which 
is duc to mmigrants, legal and illegal. Assuming 
the same rate of increase in the future, the Arab 
population will be 1,700,000 in 1980. If the 100.000 
Jews recommended for immigration receive their 
certificates in the next few months, making the 
Jews 700.000 against the 1,150,000 Arabs in 1947. 
and immigration continues at a rate of 30.000 to 
40,000 a year, which would be considered very 
enerous in the eyes of the British Administration, 
the Jews would be 50 per cent of the population in 
1980 and 454 per cent of a population of four-and-a- 
half milhons in the year 2000. If the Jewish State and 
a Jewish majority are to be had al any price, then 
we must insist on a stoppage of Arab immigration 
which plea will hardly be effective. This would. 
however, result in the Jews being 51 per cent of 
the population in 1970 and 61 per cent of a popula- 
tion of over four millions in the year 2000 

But are a Jewish State and a Jewssh 
necessary’ These two ideas trighten the 
progressive Arab. They fear domination and 
believe. justihably, they think. that Zionism is a 
tool of British Imperialism. Let us forget the 
“lea of a Jewish §$tate, partition, or a Jewish 
majority. Let us no longer pin our faith to a 
British Government whatever tts colour, for, as long 
as we do, Palestine will be subjected to colomal 
status and oppression, necessary for British strategy 
m the Middle East. Partition would mean the 
Jewish State becdbming a puppet like Iraq and 
Transjordan. In all except name the Colonial Office 
would continue to rule 

Ihe illegal mmmigrants of the past six. months 
obviously want to get to Palestine, otherwise they 
would not undergo such a perilous journey in unsea- 
worthy ships in indescribable condttions. But many 
Jews went to Palestine before the war only because 
there was nowhere else; they continued to speak 
German and hope for a return to the “ Father- 
land.” A: number of Jewish girls married non- 
Jews and have left Palestine. - To put people m 
Palestine because they were born Jews and because 
they are secking a refuge from persecution can 
only hinder the development of the National Home. 
The democratic countries must be urged to accept 
Jews who wish to leave the pogrom-ridden places 
and tormer death-camps of Europe. Those Jews 
who wish to emigrate to Eretz Yisrael. whether 
from Europe, Britain, or U.S.A.. should be enabled 
to do so, but according to the economic absorptive 
capacity, as calculated by Palestinians. Selection 
otf mmmigranis according to the needs of the 
couniry necessary, The Britssh Government 
reyecied the Anglo-U.S. recommendation for a bi- 
national State because they. thought it impos- 
sible, but because they fear Arab-Jewish co-opera- 
tion, which would mean British evacuation. A tiny 
Jewish Siate in 20 per cent or even SO per cent of 
Palestine would be no protection for Jews »n Poland 
and Rumania. An independent Palestine in which 
Jews form a, large proportion of. the population, 
even if a muinoruy, would enable them to protect 
their rights and have a laree amount of influence 
in eficctineg Jewish immigration. Such a State might 
m time ink up with Transjordan, forming a State 
the size of Ireland, able to accommodate 20 
milthons instead of five milhons as can Western

These 
tilts against the representative nature of this body 
are misplaced Phe duty of one opposed to: cur- 
rent policy is to oppose it, but nof, surely, to 
attack the aythority of the body concerned. In 
this hour the need of Jewry is unity, and I regret 
that the letter from your correspondent could only 
exacerbate iH fceling
